When freed from 
slavery and beginning to "work for' wages,, the negro Was 
always; obliged to; run ; in debt to ; his employer for ,-th'e1 
means of subsistence. He had not-sufficient forethought 
or capacity to make provisions for the future. Having 
got in debt, if another man?. offered: him .better, wages or 
more satisfactory employment ;he would desert the ,;man 
to whom he ,was indebted:? Sometimes i/he would do'' so 
for the sole purpose of escaping the debt. There was 'no 
recourse for the creditor. To remedy this laws were pass- 
ed in many, perhaps most of the Southern States, pro- 
viding that the employee might • not ..: leave his ..employer 
while in debt to him. Such legislation was as necessary 
for the negro as for his employer, for without it employ- 
ers .would have been unwilling to make advances for the 
negroe's .living expenses.' From this necessary legislation 
has grown up an abuse that. is a shame and disgrace to 
the State where it is perpetrated.

.NEWSPAPER PROPRIETIES AND ETHICS 


E 


: ASTERN newspapers, and especially the Massachu- 


setts journals, are discussing the question whether 


• papers should make a charge for the publication of polit- 


ical matter. TTiat depends upon circumstances. If a pa- 
per is identified actively with one political party it is 
presumed to publish general political matter favoring 
that party without charge. In whatever form it may pub- 
lish matter favoring the other party, it cannot be expected 
to do so without compensation, nor without reservation 
of the right to comment adversely upon the communica- 
tion if it chooses to do so. Every honorable party jour- 
nalist will recognize the correctness of this 'rule and prin- 
ciple. Such matter should be paid for, if published at 
all, like any other advertising. In the case of a newspaper 
with no professed political allegiance, it may be very well, 
as a matter of business and as a matter of ethics to 
charge for publishing all kinds of political matter. As 
"to its reputation, such neutral or "independent" paper 
will be accused of printing the matter for pay, whether 
it gets anything or not. As a rule, as oxir experience 
teaches us, honest and conscientious, party newspaper 
men are the poorest paid for their services of any part of 
the party attachment or equipment. In Nevada at least, 
and we presume it is so everywhere, the newspaper bills 
are the last to be paid by the party committees, if they 
are paid at all, and the subsidzed sheets get the prefer- 


• ence as preferred creditors over those whose charges are 


only for legitimate work executed at the special instance 
and request of the committees or candidates of the party 
and for which regular advertising rates only are charged. 
Perhaps this is why party journalism is at so low a. stahd- 
,* 
/ 
ard all ovar the country, and why there are so many jour- 
'naiistic "flops" to the party supposed to possess the grease 
pot containing the results of the fat-frying process, es- 
pecially in presidential campaigns. "While we are crankyi, 
enough to believe that a newspaper man who would 
change the politics of his paper for a moneyed considera- 
tion, would change his religion upon the same terms or 
:even barter the honor of his family at the prompting of 
his avai-ice, we hold that the laborer is worthy of his 
hire and that the party newspaper honorably conducted 
should receive all of the pecuniary support and remun- 
eration that its work entitles it to and that it should have 
at least an equal showing with other claimants upon the 
party fund, and even given the preference over grafters 
and spellbinders, the reverse of which has too often been 
the case -in both parties in this State. The writer in this 
matter' can speak by the card for during his thirty years 
newspaper experience in the State the aggregate amount 
of unpaid bills against political committees and candidates 
(mostly of his own party) for job work, and legitimate 
campaign printing at commercial prices, would appear to 
him now almost a small fortune. It would' at least en- 
able him in the autumn of his life to .smoke his brier 
and rest in peace under 'somebody's vine and apple tree, 
and digest his hog and- hominy t>y the aid of more agree- - 
able exercise than is furnished by the unceasing rounds 
of .the journalistic treadmill. But it is all right. He has 
no kick coming. He is happy in the consciousness that 
It will be all the same in a hundred years from now, and 
probably in considerably less time.

UESTIONS of vital moment are; who shall the Dem- 


ocratic candidate for President be? 
"What shall 


be the paramount issue in the campaign? What manner 
of platform shall the Democratic party adopt? 
Those 


things are being discussed in nearly every newspaper 


, and among men interested in national affairs. 


Among the many names suggested we find that of Sen- 


ator Gorman. . He has adopted seemingly, as his recom- 
mendation, the race issue. There is no doubt but in the 
South this is more than a passing issue, for in that sec- 
tion there is a constant clashing of racial interests. The 
civilization of the white man is not the civilization of the 
black' man and the social ways of the one differs widely 
from, the those of the other. But they do not commend 


' themselves to the people of the North who do not under- 


stand and who never will understand' the reasons that 
influence the white man of the South in the race question ' 
and if the question is made an issue it will not add ma- 
terially to the Democratic strength in the North. 


General Miles'ls a candidate, there is no question of 


that, whatever may be said to the contrary. To, the people 
of the southwest, because of his deep interest in the irri- 
.gatlon. problem, and because of his sympathy with the vo- 
ters of the territories in their demand for statehood, the 
delegates .from those states and territories' will not oppose , 
his candidacy. The only man likely to divide the ..honors, 
with him in "those sections is William R. Hearst. Mr. 
Hearst in order to strengthen his cause with the people of 
the South and Southwest traveled with a number of con- 
gressmen and senators through those sections and made 
occaslon'to have his advent among them an even to be re- 
membered. 
On the municipal reform question he rivals 


Tom Johnson in zeal. 
On the irrigation and statehood 


questions he is fully up to General' Miles. On the race 
question he is more conservative than Gorman yet not in- 
clined to ignore the claims of the Southern white men. 
On the tariff question he is pronounced in his views and 
,he is fearless in expressing them. 


Olney of Massachusetts is conceded to be in the race. 


He has not much to recommend him politically, but he 


• ranks high from an industrial standpoint and his conser- 
atlsm appeals to the vested interests of the country. 


The Judge Parker boom is about exhausted. He start- 


ed it too early and his personal and political admirers 
wasted their amunition before the enemy hove in sight. 
Cleveland is not seriously thought of by the Democracy, 
nor do we believe he would accept the nomination if ten- 
dered him. 


• One whose name has but lately appeared in print but . 


who Is nevertheless strong, especially in the Empire State, ' 
•which is likely to be. the great 'battle ground in the com- 
ing campaign is Edward M. Shepard, a man who< is strong 
in whatever light he is viewed. He is a man of means, 
a lawyer of the very best and cleanest: reputation, . very- 
far-seeing and a public debater second to few if any. He 
is in line with the Democracy of the past, at least to such 
an extent as not to be objectionable to the most zealous 
in the cause and would moreover be acceptable to what. -Is 
known as the more conservative • element of the country. 
If Mr. Shepard permits his name to be used and if he un- 
dertakes to go into the convention with the New' York 
delegates behind him, he : will probably develop more, 
strength than many of those whose names are now prom- 
inently before the country.
